(1) . Applicants' Amended Specification and Remarks filed on 3/27/2009 have been received. 

Claim 1 was cancelled before. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

(2) . Claims 2-19 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

(3) . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
Application is in condition of allowance because the structure of flue-gas washer having 
horizontally spaced supports; posts fixed in and extending upward and downward from the pack 
inward of the supports and forming clear access passage above the supports between the posts 
and horizontal spray pipes supported on the posts above and below the packs as claimed by 
Applicants are distinguishable from other structure of flue-gas washer of prior arts. It is fiirther 
illustrated in the following Figure there are supports 2, posts 9, droplet packs 3, end bearing unit 
6, horizontal spray pipes 8. 
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Closest prior art Wurz et al (US 5389127A) disclose method of cleaning a drop separator 
and drop separator with cleaning device (Title). As shown in the figure below, there is no 
horizontal supports and fiirther forming access as claimed by Applicants. 




Prior art Bulang (WO 86/01739) discloses system for separating liquid droplets fi"om the 
gas flow inside a vertical pipe (Title). Although there is transverse wall 10 used for collecting 
channel 11, spray above and beneath each assembly 5, as shown in the Figure below, there is no 
separate post inward to the support even the collecting channel is considered as horizontal 
support. 

Prior art Doughty (US 6 1023 77 A) discloses wet scrubbing spray apparatus (Title). As 
shown in the figure below, there is no horizontal support to separate the row to form a access.
